EXPANDED BORIZONS

Have I got news for you? If you run a Model I, III. 4 eternal memory 
is within your grasp. 

Thanks to ALPHA PRODUCTS IMC. my Model 4 no. has 512K of 
memoryl If you are as attached to the Model A as I am, you cannot afford 
to overlook this. The multiplicity of functions of the Model A, it's 
sturdmess and reliability make it m machine that earns affection and 
esteem. Mow with 5121 it can snmer at IBHs. Veil, some IBMS, and a lot 
of other Johnny-come-latelys aa wall. 

Most of our best aagazines carry advertisements of the Alpha 
Products Inc. line. As with moat of you Tandy devotees, following 'what's 
new' is my favorite pastime. Occasionally I succumb to that special ad 
for hardware which promises to change my computer into what it never 
was (but I wish it was). Super mam delivers! Those of you who know me, 
know that I won't speak wall of the dead (products), nor will I keep quiet 
about being ripped off just so I can gat aome company. I have given 
caveats for many products in the pmst-~ such as mikron. Holmes, Remex, 
Priority-One and even Radio Shack when they deserved it. This product 
and this company are genuine. Mot only does it work, but the firm sent 
along a new adapter whan the original arrived damaged BY NEXT DA Y AIR . 

The modification requires that each memory I.C. location be fitted 
with the 4 1256 (256 K RAM I.C. 16 total), and that a capacitor at each 
such location be removed. The adaptor board is plugged into the CPU 
socket on the co mputer's main PC board. Ground, *5 volt and control wire 
leads (from the adapter board) arm tmck-moldered to ICs also located on 
the main board. A plug attached by flat lead to the adapter board plugs 
into the U72 socket, replacing the PAL IC. This completes the physical 
modification. Yours truly is available to accomplish this modification for 
the non-bardw are type com puteriat. 

The sweetest part of the operation was initializing the systea 
using the familiar MEVD0S80 syatam and the SUPERDISK software. The 
disk programs are transferred to your own system disk, and tailoring 
takes care of the balance of the customizing. A BASIC program 
(Sample/Bam) actually initializes the ayatem to accom modate the memory 
(except the lowest 64K of RAM) to perform as a RAMDISK. Upon running 
'Sample/Baa' the screen asks 'Drive number to be assigned to RAM DISK?'. 
I use 2 , and the configuration continues. Next a prompt suggests 
entering 'DO RAM DISK 1 for original configuration or 'DO RAMDISK2 for 
reconfiguration'. When one enters 'DO RAM DISK 1' the RAM memory is 
formetted es a disk, is verified end Systems are initialized. Finally the 
RAMDISK is assigned as drive and the original zero drive is reassigned 
(in this case) as drive 2. Mow if one copies programs to the RAMDISK

area, the normal copy command from drive 2 to zero will send programs 
into the PAH DISK area of your 512K mmmory. The original drive is 

available for things other than DOS because DOS is in RAM DISK now. 

You can even do a reset (as long as you do not hold the reset key 
down more than an Instant) and ths RAH DISK srsa will remain intactf To 
reinitialize enter 'DO RAM DISK2'1 and you are back in business. It is 
impressive, even startling, to do a DIR and have a disk catalog appear 
without a drive starting upl 

; will be com aenting further on SUPER HEM am it is put to greater 
use, and when it has bean expanded to its full 1.024 megabyte capacity. 

Should the craving for mors mmmory (just so youll know, it's 
similar to the craving for chocolate) wake you in the early morning 
hours, just call me.

The bad news is that at present, you can only do this it you live in one 
of twelve major U.S. citiesl Hopefully, this service will expand to cover 
more areas of the country in the not too distant future. (With my luck it 

will probably get into Seult Ste. Marie in about the year 2025 ) Don't 

go away it you don't live in one of the twelve major cities, because I'm 
going to reveal a little-known way that you can make use of this service 
to cut your long distance phone bills even if you don't live in one of 
those major cities. It will only be cost affective if you do a lot of 
telecom municating, but for somm of you it could be an interim solution to 
those high bills (particularly if yon live fairly dome to one of tbm twelve 
major cities). 

But first, more about the service itself. It is celled PC PURSUIT 
and is being offered by GTE Tmlmnmt, and tbey have established e free- 
access bulletin board that you can dial up for more information. The BBS 
number is (8 00) 835-3001.
